As  I confer  with  my  counterparts,  it  is  apparent  that  Region  8 presented,  but  did  not 
hand  out,  unvalidated  data  to  Colorado  early  in  this  response.  And  Region  did  the 
same  with  New  Mexico.  That  makes  sense  to  do  with  our  state  and  tribal  partners. 


A good  chunk  our  data  will  be  validated  and  we  will  have  unvalidated  data  for 
August  13  tomorrow?  what  about  August  14  and  15?  In  fact,  the  unvalidated  data 
sharing  may  not  be  a real  issue  at  this  juncture.
